Three   Hundred   of   Big  Foot's 
Band  Will  be  Good. 


FOR  THE  Unm  SHOT  THEM  DflWH. 


The  Prisoners   are  Very  Few;  Twenty- 
five  Soldiers  Killed  in   the 
Engagement. 


Rapid  City,  Dec.  30.— The  latest  ad- 
vices from  Pine  Ridge  of  the  tight  brief- 
ly mentioned  in  yesterday  afternoon's 
dispatches,  are  to  the  effect  that  five  sol- 
diers were  killed  and  fifteen wounded.jOut 
of  the  120  in  Big  Foot's  party,  at  least 
seventy  are  reported  either  killed  or 
wounded.    One  troop  returning    to  the 

agency  is  reported  as  having  been  tired 
upon  with  no  damage.  Gen.  Miles  will 
leave  here  today  for  Pine  Ridge  to  take 
command  in  person,  and  be  nearer  the 
base  of  operations.  The  Indians  at  the 
agency  are  reported  restless  and  in  an 
excited  condition  and  great  care  will 
have  to  be  taken  to  prevent  further 
trouble  from  those  on  their  way  in  from 
the  Bad  Lands,  numbering  from  300  to 
400.        ,  

The  Ofticial  Report. 

Washington,  Dec.  30. — The  commis- 
sioner of  Indian  affairs  this  morning  re- 
ceived the  following  dispatch  from  Agent 
D.  F.  Royer  at  Fine  Ridge:  On  Wounded 
Knee  creek  this  morning,  while  the 
soldiers  were  disarming  Big  Foot  and 
his  band  after  their  surrender,  a  fight 
took  place  which  resulted  in  the  killing 
of  about  300  Indians  and  several  of  the 
soldiers,  including  Capt.  Wallace,  with  a 
number  wounded. 

"Two  Strike  and  his  party  who  were 
cami  ed  on  White  Clay  creek  just  below 
Red  Clound's  house,  and  opened  fire  on 
the  agency  from  the  hill  tops  opposite 
the  boardmg  school,  wounding  two  sold- 
iers. The  police  returned  the  fire,  kill- 
ing two  of  the  Two  Strike  Indians  and 
wounding  two  others.  Two  Strike  and 
his  band  have  retreated  in  a  Northwest- 
erly directon  from  the  agency,  and  it  is 
supposed  he  is  trying  to  make  his  way 
back  to  the  Bad  Lands. 

Thus  far,  the  Pine  Ridge  Indians  have 
taken  no  active  part  in  the  war,  but  Big 
Foot,  Slow  Bear,  Kicking  Bear  and  the 
Two  Strike  band  have  been  and  are  ac- 
tive in  the  disturbance." 


PANIC    REIGNS. 


The  Worst  of  Terror  Prevails  at  Pine  Bldg:e 
Agency. 

Rapid  City,  S.  D.,  Dec.  30. — Panic 
reigns  supreme  between  here  and  the 
encamped  troops  on  Wounded  Knee 
creek,  the  scene  of  yesterday's  bloody 
battle  with  Big  Foot's  treacherous  band. 
Settlers  are  fleeing  in  all  directions  to 
escape  impending  massacre  and  the 
roads  are  crowded  with  terror-stricken 
women  and  children. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Pine  Ridge  agency 
the  greatest  fear  prevails.  Five  thou- 
sand Sioux  are  encamped  in  a  circle 
around  the  agency  building,  and  if 
an  uprising  occurs,  as  now  seems  only 
too  probable,  nothing  can  save  from  an 
awful  death  the  corporal's  guard  of  in- 
fantry sent  from  Omaha  to  guard  the 
ranch.  Every  succeeding  hour  makes 
danger  more  imminent.  From  midnight 
until  early  this  morning  desultroy  tiring 
in  the  outskirts  of  the  agency  warned 
the  defenders  of  the  agency  buildings 
that  their  hours  of  safety  were  num- 
bered. 

Little  Wound  and  Two  Strike,  in- 
flamed to  a  veangeful  passion  by  the 
news  of  Big  Foot's  fatal  treachery,  are 
reported  to  be  massing  their  bands  for 
instant  attack.  The  Indian  police 
already  have  had  lively  skirmishing  with 
the  hostiles  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school 
building.  If  an  attack  is  made  the  re- 
sult will  be  the  instant  destruction  of 
the  entire  camp,  as  all  the  buildings  are 
of  wood  and  as  they  are  in  an  almost 
defenseless  condition.  Everything  is 
hoped  for  upon  the  arrival  of  Gen. 
Miles,  who  is  on  his  way  to  the  scene  of 
danger. 

A  panic  also  prevails  at  Rushtown,but 
it  is  thought  the  railroad  towns  are  not 
at  present  in  danger.  It  is  impossible  to 
state  the  exact  number  of  dead  Indians. 
The  soldiers  shot  the  treacherous  In- 
dians down  wherever  found,  no  quarter 
being  given  by  anyone.  To  say  that  it 
was  a  most  daring  feat,  120  Indians  at- 
tacking 500  cavalry,  expresses  the  situa- 
tion but  faintly.  Is  is  doubted  that  if 
before  night  either  a  buck  or  a  squaw 
out  all  of  Big  Foot's  band  will  be  left  to 
tell  the  tale  of  yesterday's  treachery. 

TWENTY-FIVE  SOLDIERS  KILLED- 

General  Brook  has  no  Need  for  Tniins  to 
Carry  Prisoners. 

Omaha,  Dec.  30. — Col.  Forsyth  reached 

Pine  Ridge  Agency  this  morning  with 

the  Seventh   cavalry  and  the  surviving 

prisoners.    He  reports  twenty-five  of  his 

men  killed  and   thirty-four  wounded  in 
the  fight  in  the  Porcupine  valley. 

Gen.  Brooke  has,  since  the  fight,  re- 
voked hie  order  for  trains  to  carry  pri  - 
oners  south  under  guard.  There  is  only 
a  remnant  left. 


Discussing  the  Situation. 

Washington,  Dec.  30. — The  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  Proctor  and  Gen.  Scho- 
field  held  a  conference  this  morning  on 
the  Indian  situation.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  general  instructions  under  which 
Gen.  Miles  is  acting  were  sufficient. 


Thieving  Mayor   Pardoned. 

Adrian,  Mich,,  Dec.  30.— Ex-Mayor 
Navin  who  bankrupted  this  city  seven 
years  ago  by  stealing  nearly  $300,000,  is 
to  be  pardoned  to?ay  from  the  state  pri- 
son here,  where  he  is  doing  ten  years' 
time  on  his  plea  of  guilty.  Upon  regain- 
ing his  freedom  he  will  enter  the  law 
office  of  John  J ,  Atkinson  of  Detroit, 
and  practice  law. 


A   WRECK. 

Faille  Attempt   to  De rail  a  Texas  Passen- 
ger Train, 

Las  Vegas,  N.  M.,  Dec.  30.— Last 
night  an  ice  train  of  sixteen  cars  and 
caboose  coming  down  from  Hot  Springs, 
was  wrecked  by  running  into  an  open 
switch.  A.  K.  Nones,  general  manager 
of  the  Las  Vegas  Ice  company  was  in- 
stantly killed  and  a  brakeman  was 
slightly  injured. 

Mr.  Nones  came  here  two  days  ago 
from  Louisville,  Ky.  His  death  is  pe- 
culiarly sad  from  the  fact  that  he  was 
soon  to  have  been  married  to  a  young 
lady  from  this  city. 

Deed  of  a  Miscreant. 
Paris.  Tex,,  Dec.  30.  -An  attempt  vae 
made  to  wreck  the  north-bound  Frisco 
passenger  train  between  this  city  and 
Arthur  last  night.  Some  miscreant 
placed  a  tie  on  the  track  and  the  train 
struck  it  while  running  thirty  miles  an 
hour.  It  was  too  large  for  the  cowcatcher 
to  get  al)ove  it,  and  it  slid  along  the 
track  until  the  train  was  stopped. 

IN    WASHINGTON. 

Woloott  and  Hoar  Have  an   Argument  on 
the  Eleetiuns  Bill. 

Washington,  Dec,  30. — When  the 
senate  was  called  to  order  this  morning 
at  10  o'clock  there  was  such  a  small  at- 
tendance that  attention  was  called  to 
the  fact  of  the  absence  of  a  quorum. 
The  roll  call  showed  the  presence  of 
seventeen  senators;  and  the  sergeant-at 

arms  was  directed  to  request  the  attend- 
ance of  absentees.  The  galleries  were 
crowded  with  visitors,  principally  excur- 
sionists from  among  the  public  school 
teachers  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  The  credentials  of 
Frederick  T.  Dubois  as  a  senator 
from  Idaho,  for  the  term  beginning 
March  4  next,  were  presented  and  re- 
ferred. Mr.  Regan  gave  notice  of  two 
amendments  to  Mr.  Aldrich's  cloture 
resolution.  The  senate  then  resumed 
consideration  of  the  elections  bill  and 
Mr.  Hoar  continued  his  speech  in  its  ad- 
vocacy. He  reminded  Southern  senators 
that  they  had  pledged  their  official  oaths 
and  honor  as  men  that  they  would  give 
their  devotion  to  the  constitutional 
amendments  if  they  were  only  let  back 
into  their  old  condition  free  from  the 
consequences  of  rebellion.  And  now 
they  were  denouncing  those  constitu- 
tional amendments  as  a  "stupedous  crime 
and  blunder." 

Senator  Wolcott  followed  Mr.  Hoar, 
and  spoke  briefly  against  the  elections 
bill,  giving  reasons  why  he  would  vote 
against  it.  This  is  the  second  break  in 
the  ranks. 

Mr,  Teller  made  a  speech  this  after 
noon  against  against  the  election  IdIII, 
which  he  thought  was  being  kept  before 
the  senate  to  prevent  financial  legisla 
tion.  He  said  among  other  things  that 
the  understanding  was  that  the  cloture 
rule  would  be  called  up  next  Tuesday. 
He  denounced  the  finance  committee's 
bill  as  a  Wall  street  measure.

NEAilLY  II  THOUSAND  ASSEMBLED. 


Organization    Proceeds    Slowly; 
Situation  in  Brief  as  it  Ap- 
pears Today. 


The 


St.  Paul,  Dec.  30,— [Special  to  The 
Herald.] — Market  hall,  the  scene  of  so 
many  political  conventions  in  the  past, 
was  once  more  converted  into  a  busy 
buzzing  political  hive  this  morning. 
From  800  to  1000  fur-coated,  be-whis- 
kered  farmers  struggled  for  seats  near 
the  stage  with  the  finesse  of  time-tried 
politicians,    A  few  scattering    co  unties 

made  futile  attempts  to  range  them- 
selves, alphabetically,  but  without  suc- 
cess. 

It  was  10:15  and  yet  no  attempt  had 
been  made  to  call  the  convention  to 
order.  President  Hall  said  the  secre- 
tary was  busy  issuing  credentials  and  it 
would  be  some  time  before  the  conven- 
tion formally  convened,  the  truth  of 
which  statement  was  speedily  made  ap- 
parent. 

Ignatius  Donnelly — the  man  whom 
rumor  declared  fate  had  picked  out  for 
the  next  president  of  the  alliance,  if 
he  would  make  certain  concessions 
— sat  on  the  stage  \*ell  within 
the  shade  of  a  hand  painted  Green  Bay 
tree  and  when  asked  by  the  Herald  cor- 
respondent if  he  would  throw  Doc  Fish 
over,  said:  "Doc  Fish  is  not  a  candidate 
for  any  office,  young  man,  and  if  I  am 
elected  president  of  the  alliance  it  does 
not  mean  that  Dr.  Fish  will  be  made 
state  lecturer." 

But  the  anti-Donnelly  men,  and  many 
of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Donnelly  also,  de- 
clared that  they  were  firmly  convinced 
that  the  elevation  of  the  sage  to  the 
presiding  means  the  installment  of 
Dr.  Fish  in  the  office  of  state  lecturer. 
Indeed,  these  carpers  are  so  thorouhgly 
convinced  of  that  fact  that  Doiinelly 
was  waited  upon  last  night  and  told  that 
he  could  never  be  elected  president  un- 
less he  would  agree  to  "throw  over"  the 
editor  of  the  Great  West.  The  informal 
committee  was  given  an  evasive  answer, 
however,  Donnelly  taking  the  matter 
under  advisement. 

Meanwhile  President  R.  J.  Hall  said 
that  his  friends  had  decided  to  support 
Kittel  Halvorsen  for  the  presidency.  Mr 
Hall  beUeved  that  the  Fifth  district 
congressman-elect  would  accept  the 
office  if  tendered  him  with  the  usual 
"unanimity."  He  thought  that  if 
Kittel's  friends  carried  the  day  George 
Mueller  would  be  appointed  state  lec- 
turer, while  Delegate  Roundsville,  of 
Le  Sueur,  would  be  given  the  office  of 
secretary.  As  a  corrallory  to  this  strong, 
the  statment  was  made  that  John  W. 
Hays  of  Hastings  had  also  been  men- 
tioned for  state  lecturer,  but  that,  like 
Caesar.  He  pushed  aside  his  well-earned 
laurels  and  endorsed  the  candidacy  of 
Mr.  Mueller. 

The  situation  this  noon,  then  briefly 
summarized  was  this:  Donnelly  was 
the  favorite  in  the  betting  booths  and 
was  heavily  handicapped,  and 
must  consent  to  throw  off 
Dr.  Fish  before  weighing  is 
the  men  from  the  northern  part  of  the 
state— many  of  them  at  least — pin  their 
faith  to  the  Halvorsen  standard,  while 
the  farmer  politicians  from  the  southern 
part  of  the  state  were  reputedly  eager 
to  install  George  Mueller  in  the  state 
lecturer's  chair.  He  was  also  warmly 
supported  by  the  Fifth  district  men. 

Finally  at  10:40  the  passengers  ceased 
chatting,  the  former  politicians  un- 
covered their  heads  and  President  Hall 
advanced  and  in  a  few  words  called  the 
annual  convention  of  the  alliance  ta 
order. 

"If  you  keep  a  growing  as  you  have 
for  the  last  three  or  four  months 
It  will  be  necessary  to  build  a  huge 
wigwam  for  your  next  annual  meeting.

STOLE    MANY     MILLIONS. 

Canadian  Customs  Thieveries    Amount  to 
Many  Millions   of  Dollars, 

New  York,  Dec.  30.— Referring  to  the 
consular  frauds  in  Canada,  the  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  The  Herald  says: 
"I  am  told  that  treasury  experts  are 
now  of  the  opinion  that  these  frauds  in 
the  importation  of  dutiable  merchan- 
dise from  Canada  have  cost  the  revenue 
a  much  greater  sum  than  the  amount 
hitherto  estimated. 

The  actual  loss  to  the  revenues  of  the 
United  States  has  been  millions  of  dol- 
lars. Their  detection  and  suppression 
is  so  important  that  it  is  confidently- 
believed  that  one  of  the  immediate  re- 
sults will  be  a  notable  decline  in  Cana- 
dian exports  to  the  United  States,  apart 
from  the  diminution  due  to  higher 
duties  under  the  McKinley  bill. 

WATER  CHARGES. 

What  Other  Western  Cities  Pay  for  Water

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These  figures,  although  they  show 
that  Duluth  does  not  charge  as  much  as 
many  of  the  newer  towns,  yet  prove  that 
her  water  rates  are  exorbitant  in  propor- 
tion to  the  cost  of  putting  in  the  w^orka 
per  family.  Take  Cincinnati  in  which 
the  cost  of  putting  in  the  works  per  fam- 
ily is  double  that  of  Duluth  yet  the 
charges  are  S4  less  a  year  for  family  rate 
and  $11  on  the.  total  family  rate.  To 
Kansas  Cit}  nearly  the  same  figures  ap- 
ply. Both  of  these  cities  require  about 
the  same  power  as  Duluth  to  get  water 
up  hills.  Cbal  is  cheaper  here  than  in 
Kansas  City.  As  regards  Minneapolis, 
it  is  but  just  to  say  that  natural  water 
power  makes  the  rates  cheaper  than 
they  otherwise  would  be.  St,  Paul  has 
much  cheaper  rates,  although  cot  in 
this  list. 

It  was  noticed,  however,  in  the  lists  of 
hundreds  of  cities  that  there  were  some 
with  far  greater  charges  than  Duluth. 
Some  had  as  high  as  $95  per  year  for 
the  item  total  family  use,  yet  no  one  can 
denominate  these  charges  except  as  le- 
galized robbery.  The  above  table  is  a 
fair  statement  of  the  average  rates 
charged  and  people  can  draw  their  own 
inferences  regarding  the  Duluth 
charges.

The  following  summary  of  iron  mat- 
ters hereabouts  appeared  in  the  New 
York  Sun  of  a  few  days  ago.  The  Sun 
is  devoting  a  good  deal  of  attention  to 
the  Lake  Superior  iron  districts,  partic- 
ularly the  Minnesota  ranges: 

It  is  startling  to  note  the  difference  of 
sentiment  with  the  Lake  Superior  iron 
mine  owners  who  are  entering  the  sea- 
son of  1891,  as  compared  with   their  con- 
fidence so  plainly  expressed   in  the  early 
winter  of    1890.    Then    contracts    for  a 
great  quantity  of  ore— greater   in   many 
cases     as       theevent.      proves       than 
they      were       able      to       place       on 
the     market,     was      sold       for      1890 
delivery  and    at    excellent  prices.    The 
Lake  Superior  mines  sold  ore    for    the 
first  time    east  of  the  Allegheny  Moun- 
tains,andthe  forces  of  men  at  all  the  pro 
ducting  mines  of  the  district   were  en- 
larged to  the  limit.      An  "output  of  nine 
or  even  ten  million  tons   was   freely  pre- 
dicted for  the  year,  and   vessel   capacity 
was  early  engaged    to  an  extent  and  at 
a  figure  most  unusual. 

Now  the  case  is  far  different.  No  sales 
of  ore  are  being  made,  so  far  as  can  be 
ascertained,  nor  are  the  furnaces  in  any 
hurry  to  place  their  orders  for  the  year; 
indeed  many  of  them  are  to  go  out  of 
blast  soon  after  the  New  Year  for  longer 
or  shorter  periods  of  inaction.  While 
ore  docks  at  lower  lake  ports  are  not 
overstocked  with  unsold  ore,  the  fur 
nacee  that  are  to  continue  in  blast  are 
fairly  well  supplied,  and  pig  iron  itself  is 
lower  than  it  has  been  for  some  time 
Contracts  for  carrying  capacity  are  not 
being  made,  and  many  vessel  owners 
fully  expect  to  wait  ti'll  spring  before 
they  put  their  bottoms  in  steady  busi- 
ness for  the  season. 

But  perhaps  the  most  important  phase 
of  the  change  and  the  plainest  proof  of 
the  difference  in  conditions  is  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  largest  mining  com- 
panies are  so  greatly  reducing  their 
forces.  It  was  recently  stated  that  the 
Chapin  mine,  that  this  year  was  the 
third  producer  of  all  the  Lake  Superior 
mines,  was  to  put  out  1000  of  its  loOO 
men.  This  was  at  once  vigorously 
denied  by  the  officersof  the  company,  but 
it  can  be  stated  that  the  facts  are  as  first 
given.  This  I  learn  upon  investigation. 
Already  a  large  share  of  the  men  to  be 
dropped  have  been  given  their  time,  and 
the  entire  reduction  is  to  be  made  in  a 
ver>-  few  weeks.  Probably  there  is  no 
other  Lake  Superior  mining  company 
that  is  contemplating  so  wholesale  a  re- 
duction, but  most  of  them  will  not  run 
so  large  crews  as  last  year  unless  there 
is  a  decided  change  in  the  outlook. 

Of  all  the  larger  companies  the  Minne- 
sota and  Chandler,  the  only  large  oper- 
ators on  the  range  north  of  Duluth,  are 
the  ones  that  will  feel  the  changed  con- 
ditions little  or  not  at  all.  They  are 
closely  identified  with  a  number  of  the 
greatest  pig  iron  producers  of  the  coun- 
try, notably  the  Illinois  Steel  company, 
and  they  are  making  preparations  for  an 
output  to  slightly  exceed  that  of  .this 
year;  they  will,'  together  with  the  Pio- 
neer, which  is  now  under  Chandler  con- 
trol, mine  something  like  950,000  gross 
tons,  while  other  properties  on  the  Ver- 
milion range  will  increase  this  total  to 
not  less  than  1,100,000  tons. 

It  is  now  stated  that  negotiations 
have  so  far  advanced  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  Lake  Superior  &  North- 
western railway  as  to  warrant  the  asser- 
tion that  as  soon  as  the  financial  strin- 
gency is  over  the  company  will  go 
ahead  with  its  building.  The  road  will 
open  a  vast  iron  country  yet  untouched, 
and  with  many  properties  along  its  line 
that  are  already  proved  to  be  of  the 
greatest  richness,  it  will  build  extensive 
ore  docks  in  this  city. 

Information  has  just  been  received 
that  Professor  Raphael  Pumpelly  and  C. 
R.  Van  Hise,  of  the  United  States  geolog- 
ical survey,  who  went  into  the  new  Ati-, 
cokan  iron  range  have  returned.  They 
went  as  agents  and  experts  for  a  large 
American  syndicate,  desirous  of  examin- 
ing and,  if  advisable,  investigating  the 
new  range  before  it  became  generallv 
known  to  Ihe  public.  Pumpelly  and 
Van  Hise  carefully  examined  the  range 
and  were  so  satisfied  of  its  importance 
that  they  have  bought  for  their    princi-

His  long  incumbency  of  the  office 
gave  him  an  excellent  chance  for  de- 
termining just  what  authority  it  were 
best  for  a  mayor  to  take,  and  just  what 
his  position  should  be  as  to  the  council 
and  city  otlcers. 

Mr.  Sutphin  was  found  at  his  office  by 
a  Herald  reporter  this  morning.  The 
ex-mayor  at  first  d'^clared  him- 
self  to  have  no  ideas  to  give, 
but  he  finally  said:  "Under  ideal  cir- 
cumstances the  ideal  government  is  'one 
man  power.'  A  man  of  clear  judgment, 
penetrating  wisdom  and  honest  prin 
ciples  is  better  tltted  to  govern  a  coun- 
try than  a  hundred  people  are,  aa  with 
two,  or  more  than  two,  jealousies  are 
fostered  and  combinations  made  agaiusr, 
the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  people  gov- 
erned. And  under  these  circumstances 
all  political  economists  agree,  that  the 
man  being  what  he  should  be,  it  is  best 
to  give  the  chief  official  all  necessary 
power. 

"Under  the  present  city  charter  the 
mayor  is  more  or  less  of  a  tigurehead. 
His  power  is  curtailed  by  useless  provis- 
ions and  circumscribed  by  the  counter 
powers  of  the  council.  Let  the  mayor 
have  all  the  power  possessed  by  any 
mayor  in  the  country.  In  eastern  cities 
charters  are  being  revised  so  as  to  give 
the  chief  city  official  ilirect  power  to 
make  and  contirm  appointments.  It 
should  be  this  way  in  Duluth.  The  de- 
partments of  police,  tire,  engineers  and 
public  works,  but  especially  that  of  po- 
lice, should  be  directly  under  the  charge 
of  the  mayor.  He  should  have  power  to 
appoint  and  confirm,  and  then  he  can  be 
held  responsible  and  impeachable  should 
anything  criminal  or  legally  irregular 
occur  in  any  of  these  departments. 

"Give  the  mayor  a  good  salary;  make 
it  an  object  for  a  good  man  to  run  for 
the  office.  What's  a  thousand  dollars  or 
two  thousand  dollars  to  a  man  who  is  tit 
to  be  mayor  of  Duluth,  and  whose  direct 
expenses  by  reason  of  the  office  are  at 
least  equal  the  higher  sum.  If  such 
authority  and  compensation  is  given  no 
whipper-snapper  would  try  for  the  place, 
and  only  the  best  man,  no  matter  of 
which  party,  would  be  elected.  -Let  the 
police  and' (ire  departments  report  to 
him,  and  let  him  have  full  authority 
over  them  without  interference. 

"The  aldermen  have  all  they  can  do 
now.  As  matters  now  stand  the  powers 
of  the  mayor  and  council  are  so  divided, 
so  cut  up,  that  the  responsibility  for 
any  overt  act  can  not  be  hxed,  and  what 
should  be  the  fixed  and  certain  respon- 
sibility of  one  man  becomes  the  concern 
of  no  one,  and  all  are  able  to  squirm  out. 
Give  the  mayor  these  powers,  and  if  any- 
thing goes  wrong  he  is  the  responsible 
party,  and  the  law  can  take  its  course 
with  him."  

THE  COUNCIL 

Will  8oon  Dincuss  the  Relations  of  Mayor 
and  City  Busiue^. 

At  the  session  of  the  council  last  eve- 
ning, a  back  track  was  taken  in  the  case 
of  Dr.  Weston's  sewer  connection  and 
he  was  granted  permission  to  mnise  it, 
on  paying  his  share  of  the  cost.  The 
committee  on  finance  was  authorized,  in 
connection  with  the  city  attorney,  to 
take  steps  t  -  protect  the  city  from  loss 
by  the  failure  of  Bell  &  Eyster's  bank. 
The  attorney  was  instructed  to  take 
proceedings'to  collect  §7,47"  from  the 
street  railway  company,  that  being  the 
cost  of  paviug  Bench  street  between 
tracks.  The  ordinance  on  dog  licenses 
was  read  a  second  time,  and  after  being 
amended  so  as  to  provide  that  the  police 
shall  enforce  its  regulations,  was  referred 
back.  The  ordinance  relating  to 
fire  escapes  w:is  also  referred  to  deter- 
mine some  question  of  authority. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  l^nge  road  noti- 
fied the  council  that  the  iron  bridge 
over  its  tracks  at  Ninth  avenue  east  is 
completed.  Teamsters'  assembly,  K.  of 
L.,  asked  that  provision  be  made  in  the 
revised  charter  making  it  optional  with 
the  council  to  have  city  work  done  by 
contract  or  day  labor.  The  Stone  Cut- 
ters' union  wanted  an  amendment  to  the 
charter  prohibiting  the  use  of  convict 
labor  cut  stone  in  city  work.  The  E. 
and  I.  union  asked  tiaat  the  mayor  have 
power  to  appoint  a  police  patron. 

Estimates  in  favor  of  contractors  were 
paid,  amounting  to  S10,48l2.  The  board 
of  works  was  ordered  to  advertise  for 
bids  for  a  sanitary  sewer  in  First  street, 
from  Thirteenth  to  Fourteenth  avenue 
east. 

President  Hugo  said  there  was  a  mat- 
ter he  wanted  all  the  aldermen  to  thinK 
over.  That  was  the  position  of  the  mayor 
and  council  as  to  business  of  the  muni- 
cipality. At  present  the  mayor  is  merely 
a  tigurehead.  It  almost  seemed  neces- 
sary to  give  the  mayor  or  the  council 
more  powers,  so  that  the  city's  business 
could  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  an  individual's.

The  attempt  to 
disarm   the  band  headed  by   Big  Foot 
has  fired  the  train  and  there  are  explo- 
sioas  all   round  the   bad  lot  on  the  Bad 
Lands.      It  is  impossible  for  an  outsider 
with  the  facts  at  hand  to  judge  rightly 
of  the  immediate  occasion  of  the  out- 
break.     As  a  rule,  army  officers  have 
dealt    more    ably  and    fairly   with   the 
Indians    than    any    other    government 
agents,  and  the  call  may  have  been  im- 
perative in  the    judgment  of  the  com- 
manding  officer   for    the    disarming  of 
the  threatening    band    in    the  way  in 
which   it  was  done.      But  the  surprise 
was  so  complete  and  the  Indians  so  far 
outnumbered      and      apparently    over- 
powered that  it  is  a  wonder  that  any  re- 
sistance was  attempted  except  in  hope- 
less desperation. 

It  would  look  as  if  the  Indians  thought 
their    choice    was    between  dying    like 
sheep  or  with  arms  in  their  hands  fight- 
ing for  their  lives  and    naturally    chose 
the  latter.    It  was  an  unconditional  sur- 
render that  was  demanded,    and    in  the 
shooting  of  Sitting  Bull  his    people  may 
have  had  reason  to  distrust    the  pale- 
face mercy.    At  any  rate,  it  is  clear  that 
they  preferred  the  most    desperate    con- 
flict rather  than  give  up  their  arms.    So 
they  struck  like  wild  cats  and  then    ran 
for  their  lives  with    the    maddened  sol- 
diers after  them,  killing  women  as    well 
as    men    without    quarter.    This    band 
may  be  wiped  out,  but  the  news  of  the 
horrid  encounter  has  run  the  rounds  and 
band  after  band  has  broken  out   on    the 
war   path.    The   old  year  will  go  out  in 
tire  and  blood  on  the  Bad    Lands.    It  is 
acother  dismal  chapter  to  be  added    to 
the  story  of  our  Itidian  relations.

A  Lesson  for  the  Free  Trader. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald. 

One  of  the  pitiful  wails  of  the  free 
traders  is  the  decay  of  American  merch- 
ant marine.  It  is  not  always  that  figures 
are  at  hand  to  show  the  false  position 
of  these  enemies  of  Americ^.n  manufa  ■- 
tures,  but  here  are  facts  from  corre- 
spondents. The  commerce  of  the  lakes 
for  the  present  year  is  more  than  one- 
half  greater  than  all  the  combined 
foreign  and  coastwise  shipping  of  Liver- 
pool and  London.  Again,  more  tons  of 
freight  passed  through  the  Detroit  river 
in  one  year  than  the  total  combined  im- 
ports  and  exports  of  the  United  States. 
Again,  ten  years  ago  there  were  few 
U)00-ton  vessels  afioat  on  the  lakes,  to- 
day dozens  of  them.  The  Maryland 
carried  3G40  tons  of  ore  on  fourteen  feet 
of  water. 

During  July  last  eighteen  steamers    ,f 
all  classes  were  launched    on   the  Clyde 
aggregating  15,(;G8    tons.      In  the  same 
month  fifteen  steamers   were   launched 
on  the  lakes,    aggregating    17,G68    tone, 
inuring  tfce  same  months  orders  for  8(K.X) 
tons  were  given  on  the  Clyde;  18,000 tons 
were    ordered    on   the  American    lakes, 
far  the  larger  part  of  them    being    steel 
vessels.    It  must  be    remembered  that 
the  buildmg  of  vessels  of   steel   is  just 
beginning  in  this  country,  as  the  manu- 
facture of  steel  plate  has  not  long   been 
started,  and  but  for  the  so-called  robber 
tariff  we  would  have  no  steel  plate  mills 
today

The    city    is  now    almost  entirely  re- 
lieved   from    the   tinancial     difficulties 
caused  by  the  suspension  of    the  Bell  A 
Eyster  bank.    Nearly  all  the    bills    due 
contractors  have  been  paid  oflF  in    inter- 
est bearing  orders  which  have  been  read- 
ily cashed  at  the  banks.     Perhaps  $2000 
wdl  cover  all  outstanding  oblifirations  of 
that    nature    at  the  present  time.    The 
current        expenses       of        the        de- 
partments      of        the        city         will 
be     defrayed     by      the      city's    share 
of    tax    collections,    large    amounts    of 
which  are    being    made   by  the  county 
treasurer.     Under  authority  of  the  char- 
ter the  county  treasurer  is  also  author- 
ized to  loan  the  city  funds  on  the  city 
treasurer's  certificate  or  receipt,  which 
is  to  be  returned  at  the  next  quarterly 
Bittlement.

CALL    IT  COMPULSION. 


Most 


Laymen  Would  so  Look  on  the  Shut- 
ting Ofl"  of  Water. 
Arguments    were    being    made    this 
morning   before    Judge    Morris  on  the 
points  of  law  involved  in  the  case  of  S. 
D.  Allen  vs.  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water 
company,  in  which  the  plaintiff  seeks  to 
recover    a     portion    of    the    quarterly 
amount    paid    by    him    on   water  rent, 
T.  J.  Davis,  attorney  for  the  defense,  took 
the    ground    that    the  plaintiflF  had   no 
redress  in  law,  because  he  had  paid   the 
money  to  the  company    under  no  other 
duress  than  having  his  water    shut  off, 
which  did  not  constitute  compulsion  in 
any  sense,  and  that  if  he  had  made  a  mis- 
take in  law  by    paying  the  amount    he 
could    not    recover.      Only    a    mistake 
of    facts     entitled    a      payee      to    re- 
cover        money         after        it         had 
been      handed      over.      The      counsel 
supported  his  argument  with  authori 
ties. 

Attorney  Allen  took  the  ground  that 
the  threat  to  shut  off  water  from  a 
dwelling  was  compulsion  and  constituted 
sufficient  ground  on  which  to  recover 
money  wrongfully  paid  in  according  to 
law.  This  point  he  maintained  had 
been  decided  by  cases  in  our  own  state.

London.  Deo.  30.— A  terriHo  conflag- 
ration has  broken  out  on  Thames  street 
in  the  great  business  quarter  of  the  city. 
A  large  number  of  warehouees  are  al- 
ready on  tire  and  the  tiames  are  rapidly 
spreading. 

Fourteen  enginee  have  already  re- 
sponded to  the  alarm  and  others  are  hur- 
rying to  the  scene.  A  high  wind,  which 
prevail!^,  has  thus  far  rendered  fuiile  the 
etfortflof  the  tiremen  to  prevent  tlie 
spread  of  the  tiames,  or  even  keep  them 
under  any  sort  of  control.  A  large  paper 
warehouse,  a  number  of  fancy  goods 
stores  and  other  stores  have  already 
been  destroyed.  The  great  fur  enipor- 
iuin  of  Revi'llon  Freeres  has  been  reached 
by  the  tire  and  is  doomed. 

The  tire  is  rapidly  working  out  toward 
the  building  occupied  by  the  olllces  of 
the  salvation  army.  An  enormous 
throng  of  people  assembled  here  give 
the  police  plenty  of  work  in  keeping 
them  back  from  danger  from  crumbling 
masonry.  As  the  tiames  shix^t  out 
toward  the  salvation  army  quarters  they

New  Haven,  Conn.,  Dec.  30.— The  plan 
for  the  new  university  of  Chicago,  pro- 
posed by  Professor  Harper,  of  Yale,  has 
been  adopted  by  the  board  of  trusteed. 
It  has  been  previously  submitted  to  be- 
tween tifty  and  sixty  of  the  most  prom- 
inent educators  in  the  country. 

The  endowment  fund  of  the  university 
amounts  to  $l,r)(X),lX)<>,  with  a  building 
fund  of  $tkX),000.  Building  operations 
will  shortly  be  commenced  on  the  ten 
acres  of^  land  presented  by  Marshal 
Field.  Negotiations  are  pending  with 
the  Baptist  Theological  seminary  at 
Morgan  park  for  the  effecting  of  a  union 
with  the  new  university.  The  seminary 
has  a  library  of  25,000  volumes  and  an 
endowment  fund  of  $300,000. 

A  feature  of  the  university  will  be  the 
absence  of  all  creed  or  class  lines.  Pro- 
fessor Harper  has  not  yet  announced  his 
decision  in  regard  to  the  presidency  of 
the  university.

Indians  at  a  time,  while  the  great  mass 
kept    concealed.

^  Col.  Henry  started  one  hour  later  than 
Forsythe,  and  owing  to   the  exhaustion 
of  his  horses  had  to  travel   very  slow. 
The        Seventh        became      surround- 
ed     by      the      redskins,      but       just 
as   the  circle  was   ready   to    charge  the 
Ninth  broke  in  upon  the  rear  of  the  hos- 
tiles    and    they    vanished.    The    weary 
soldiers  slowly   retreated,   reaching   the 
agency  at  dark. 

The  infantry  had  been  ordered  out, 
but  were  stopped  by  the  sight  of  the 
head  of  the  column  of  cavalry.  The 
soldiers,  brave  and  heroic  as  they  are, 
were  greatly  outnumbered,  and  there 
are  not  enough  troops  at  this  point  to 
clean  out  the  Indians,  who  are  still 
camped  within  seven  miles  of  the 
agency. 

The  damage  done  the  troops  is  small. 
Lieut.  Mann,  of  Company  K,  Seventh 
cavalry,  was  wounded,  shot  through  the 
side.  First  sergeant  of  Company  K  was 
also  wounded.

PROTECT     THEMSELVES. 

Settlers  >'ear  the   Pine   Kidge  are  to  Look 

Out   For  No.  1. 

Minneapolis,  Dec.  ;U.— Journals' 
Chadron,  Neb.,  special  says:  When  it 
was  learned  that  the  troops  and  Indians 
had  had  an  engagement  the  greatest  ex- 
citement prevailed  and  the  streets  were 
alive  with  people.  Gen.  Brooke  has 
sent  out  scouts  to  warn  the  settlers  and 
they  are  flocking  here  for  protection. 
The  county  commissioners  telegraphed 
Gov.  Thayer  for  .JOO  stand  of  arms  to- 
day. The  daily  stage  which  runs  be- 
tween this  place  and  the  agency  due  at 
2  o'clock,  has  not  arrived  yet  and  fears 
are  entertained  that  it  has  been  held  up 
and  its  occupants  killed. 

Gen.  Miles,  accompanied  by  Capt. 
Casey  and  five  companies  of  the  First 
infantry,  arrived  today.  His  aide-de- 
camp said  he  intended  to  leave  for  Pine 
Ridge  at  4  o'clock  tomorrow.  Three 
companies  of  the  Fifth  left  here  at  4 
o'clock  for  Beaver  valley  to  intercept  the 
Indians  that  left  the  agency.  Maj.  W. 
H.  Gordon  stated  that  Gen.  Miles  be- 
lieves tliat  the  settlers  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  reservation  should  be  prepared  to 
protect  themselves,  as  it  was  now  im- 
possible to  keep  the  Indians  on  the  res- 
ervation. 


The  Ills  TreeM  of  California  measured  by  a 
Government  As:ent. 
Washington,  Dec.  31.— Andrew  Cauld- 
well,  special  agent  of  the  general  land 
office  appointed  to  make  an  investigation 
as  to  the  location,  condition,  number, 
etc.,  of  giant  trees  in  the  Stockton  and 
Visalia  land  districts  in  California,  has 
made  his  report. 

These  trees  grow  in  detached  clusters 
on  the  top  or  sides  of  the  Sierra  Nevada 
mountain  range,  and  always  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  6000  to  7000  feet.  Access  to  them 
IS,  as  a  rule,  difficult.  The  Mariposa 
grove  IS  the  largest.  1%  contains  about 
320  trees  of  all  sizes,  and  seems  to  be 
properly  guarded  from  forest  fires  by  the 
stage  company.  The  Tholumne  and 
Merced  groves  contain  eighteen  and 
forty  trees  respectively.  These  groves 
are  in  danger  of  mountain  fires.  The 
Fresuo  grove  at  one  time  contained  be- 
tween 350  and  400  trees.  Some  years 
ago  the  Madera  Flnme  and  Trading 
company,  the  report  says,  erected  a  saw- 
mill, into  which  the  giant  trees  are  rap- 
idly disappearing,  and  now  only  about 
100  remain. 

In  a  table  giving  the  number  and  size 
of  the  trees  in  the  groves  visited,  only 
those  forty-five  feet  in  circumference 
and  more,  measured  three  feet  frotu  the 
ground,  are  classed  as  giants.  Of  those 
2675  were  found.  Forty-four  are  over 
eighty  feet  in  circumference,  and  several 
are  more  than  100  feet.    One  is  106  feet

Indian  Olive  Bearera. 

Pierre,  S.  D.,  Dec., 31.— Capt  Ewers 
arrived  here  last  night  from  Fort  Sully 
with  Chiefs  Hump  and  Iron  Thunder, 
having  received  orders  from  Gen.  Miles 
to  report  with  them  at  Rapid  City,  from 
which  point  they  are  expected  to  start 
for  the  Bad  Lands  to  make  terms  with 
the  hosiiles  there.  It  is  believed  they 
will  do  much  towards  making  peace  with 
the  Bad  Lands  Indians. 

Gen.  Brooke  has  just  received  news 
from  the  scene  of  the  tight  at  the 
catholic  mission  on  Clay  creek  that  six 
naen  of  the  Seventh  cavalry  have  been 
killed  and  many  wounded.  Further 
particulars  have  not  yet    been  received. 

Watching  Canadian  Indians. 

WiNMi'Ku,  Dec.  31.— Agents  of  the  In- 
dian department  in  this  district  have 
been  instructed  to  keep  a  close  watch  on 
Canadian  Indians  to  prevent  them  from 
joining  the  reds  in  the  American  upris- 
ing Runners  from  Sitting  Bull's  and 
other  bands  have  been  trying  to  induce 
the  Canadian  Indians  to  join  them,  but 
they  have  probably  no  intention  of  doing 
so.  The  reds  on  this  side  of  the  border 
had  quite  enough  warfare  in  their  re- 
bellion with  Louis  Riel,  a  few  years  ag<5, 
and  were  then  pretty  well  subdued. 

Number  of  Killed. 

Washington,  Dec.  31.— The  Indian 
bureau  this  morning  received  a 
telegraph  dispatch  from  Station  Agent 
Co<jper  at  Pine  Ridge  agency  dated  Dec. 
30,  stating  that  the  number  of  Indians 
killed  in  the  late  battle  aggregated  100 
and  that  150  were  vounded.  There  were 
about  thirty-five  soldiers  killed  and  a 
number  more  or  less  seriously  wounded. 
Father  Craft,  the  catholic  priest,  died 
from  his  injuries.

WILL  HELP  THE  CUSTOMS. 

A    Marine  Regrulation  That   Will  Gladden 
Collector  Johnson's  Heart. 

Senator  Spooner's  new  marine  regula- 
tion bill  is  receiving  praise  from  all 
shippers  and  customs  officers,  though 
the  vessel  men  themselves  don't  like  it, 
as  it  will  give  tbem  more  work.  The 
bill  compels  masters  of  vessels  to  report 
in  their  manifests  at  each  port  where 
the  vessel  stops,  the  exact  cargo  or  par- 
tial cargo  taken  on  or  unloaded.  At 
present  the  general  custom  is  to  credit 
the  cargo  to  the  po»t  from  which  the 
vessel  is  chartered,  whether  the  cargo  is 
taken  on  there  or  not.  And,  as  pointed 
out  in  Collector  Johnson's  report,  print- 
ed today,  this  is  a  needed  reform. 
This  can  have  none  other  than  a  salu- 
tary effect  on  Duluth's  port  statistics, 
and  those  interested  in  marine  matters 
are  hearty  in  its  support.  The  following 
is  the  amended  portion: 

If  any  vessel  should  touch    at  any  in- 
termediate port  and  there    discharge  or 
take    in    cargo,    the  master,  owner    or 
agent  of  such  vessel  shall  report  at  such 
port  the  cargo    laden    or    unladen.    In 
case  any  vessel  so  enrolled    or    licensed 
touching  at  any    intermediate    port  and 
not  taking  on  board  or  discharging   any 
cargo,  the  master,    owner    or    agent    of 
such  a  vessel  shall    deliver    to    the  col- 
lector of  such  intermediate  port  a  mani- 
fest setting  forth  that    fact.    All    mani- 
fests hecei  n  provided  for  that  interme- 
diate port  shall   be  subscribed  by  the 
master,  owner  or  agent  of   such    vessel, 
who  shall  make  oath  as  to  the  truth  and 
correctness  of  the  same.

COL.   GRAVES'  IDEAS. 

The    Question    of  Power     For    the    Mayor 

Further    Discussed. 

The  Herald  yesterday,  in  its  interview 
with  Mayor  Sutphin,published  the  senti- 
ment of  almost  every  Duluthian  in  re- 
gard to  the  scope  of  the  mayor's  authori- 
ty. 

"The  Herald,"said  Col.  Graves  this 
morning,  "in  an  issue  of  about  one 
year  ago,  voiced  my  ideas  as  to  the 
power  a  mayor  should  have.  If  you  give 
the  municipal  governor  the  power  of 
appointment  and  confirmation  over  the 
board  of  public  works,  fire  and  police 
departments  you  place  the  res- 
ponsibility for  any  act  that 
may  make  these  appointees  answerable 
to  the  law.  Any  power  that  gives  the 
council  a  right  to  try  the  mayor  for  dis- 
charging a  city  employe  is  preposterous 
and  should  be  repealed.  Suppose  in 
this  Indian  row  now  raging  in  Dakota, 
that  the  commanding  general  were 
obliged  to  submit  his  orders  for  the  ap- 
proval of  a  governing  board,  how  long 
would  such  a  state  of  affairs  exist?  Yet 
the  mayor  is  placed  in  just  such  an  un- 
comfortable position.  Give  him  all  the 
powers  he  should  have,  and  then  he  can 
be  held  responsible  for  the  actions  of 
those  whom  he  appoints."

Duluth  Not  Credited  as    She    Should 

be;  For  a  Single  Customs 

District. 


The  following  annual  report  ot  Collec- 
tor of  Customs  Johnson,  is  given  much 
epace,  more  so  than  any  previous  cus- 
toms report,  because  it  seems  just  that 
certain  false  statements  regarding  the 
tonnage  and  traffic  of  the  cities  at  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior  should  be  denied 
officially.  T'lese  statements  have  been 
as  widely  circulated  as  the  boomers  of 
Superior  could  circulate  them. 

Collector  Johnson,  after  givmg  to  the 
the  press  the  tables  shown  below,  dis- 
cusses facts  and  punctures  falsehoods  as 
follows: 

"At  present  navigation  regulations  are 
construed  so  that    vessels    in   the  coast- 
wise trade  are  allowed  to  clear  from  one 
port  tu  another  and  take  on  or  discharge 
cargo  at  mtermediate  ports  without  hav- 
ing to    report    such    facts    at    any  cus- 
tom    house,  except  at  the  vessel's  port 
ot      tinal    destmation.       For    instance, 
a      vessel     will      clear     from     Buffalo 
to  West  Superior  with  a    cargo    of    coal 
for  Duluth  and  merchandise    for    Supe- 
rior.    The  coal  is  dischargeil  at   Duluth 
but  without  reporting  that   fact   at  our 
custom  house,  tlie  boat  then  proceeds  to  | 
Superior    and   surrenders  her   manifest 
giving  that   town  credit  for  the  whole 
cargo.     But  this  is  not  all;  for  the  same 
veaael  can  now  clear  light  from  there  for 
Buffalo  and    stopping    at    Duluth,    can 
take  out  as  much  cargo  as  she  can  carry 
without  clearing  a  pound  of  it  from  here 
or  she   cau  proceed  to  Two    Harbors  for 
ore,  in  either  case  s;  uply  robbing  Duluth, 
or  the  District  of  Duluth,  of    the    credit 
of  handling  just  so  much  freight  as  may 
compose  her  cargoa swell  as  her  tonnage 
aud  whatever  else  may  go  with  said  ves- 
sel to  make  up   the   commercial  exhibit 
of  a  port  of  entry.     Or  the  reverse    may 
happen. 

The  facts  are,  however,  that  Superior 
bemg  considered  as  located  farthest  in- 
land has  the  advantage  at  present  in 
alHioet  every  instance,  and  the  exact 
amount  of  benefit  she  derives  from  this 
advantage  it  is  my  purpose  to  show. 

The  following  presents  the  actual  ship- 
ments of  breadstuffs,  etc.,  by  the  board 
of  trade  at  Duluth,  iron  ore  from  Two 
Harbors  and  coal  receipts  by  three  Du- 
luth companies,  as  compared  with  the 
official  records  of  the  custom  house:

It  is  the  pui-pose  here  to  arrive  at 
some  definite  idea  of  the  enormous  dis- 
crimination against  us,  and  not  to  fight 
windmills,  so  we  propose  only  to  show 
the  proportion  of  the  discrepancy-— 
shown  by  table  19— that  is  actually 
handled,  as  well  as  bought  and  sold,  at 
Duluth. 

Let  it  be   conceded  that  Superior   is 
entitled   to   the   credit  of  handling  her 
just    proportion    of     this    discrepancy. 
Duluth     denies    her    right    to    credit 
for     handling      wheat     that    she    has 
never        had        in        her        elevators 
but  which  she  claims  on  account  of  false 
manifests.    Now    it    can    be    taken  for 
granted    that    the    difference    between 
wheat,  flour,  etc.    actually    handled    at 
Duluth  houses  and  the  amount    shown 
by  the  records  of  the  custom  house    will 
be  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  iron  ore 
shipments  from  Two    Harbors    and   the 
coal       receipts        at        Duluth.—  the 
first    being     one-fifth    or     20  per  cent, 
and  the  second    one-sixth    or    1G?.J    per 
cent,  making  an  average  of  18    per  cent 
which  if  apjjlied  to  the  following  viz:

our  citizens  who  may  not    be    versed   in 
marine  matters,  I  ca'nnot  do  better  than 
to  employ  language  used  before    in    otii- 
cial  correspoi.dence  concerning   the  pro- 
posed   re-arrangement:     "I'he    customs 
district    of     Marquette    embraces      the 
whole    south    shore    of   Lake   Superior 
from  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  the  channel  of 
the  St.  Louis  river  midvvav   between  Su- 
perior and  Dtduth.    Originally    the  Du- 
luth district  was   attached    to'    this  but 
was  cut  off  in  1870    to    accommodate   a 
commerce  which  sprang   into    existence 
coeval  with  Duluth.     At  this  time  West 
Superior  was  not  in  existence    aud    Old 
Sui)erior  had  no    commerce    worth    the 
mention,  but  within  the   last,   few  years 
Superior  as  a  whole    nas    begun    to   as- 
sume some  commercial   importance  and 
situated  immediately   opposite    Duluth, 
with    only    the    bays    of     Duluth     and 
Superior    between     them,    there    is  of 
course      considerable      commercial     in- 
tercourse between  tJhe  two  places;  hence 
the  fact  of  their  being   in    separate  cus- 
toms districts  is  the  unavoidable    cause 
of  constantly  occuring  though  petty  vio- 
lations of  custom    regulations,    besides 
being  a  constant    source    of    annoyance 
and  confusion  on   the    records.     *     *     * 
But  what  really  works  to  the   detriment 
of  Superior  even    now,    is  that    foreign 
vessels  not  having  the  privilege    of    the 
American   coastwise  trade  cannot    clear 
from  one    American    port    to    another; 
hence  cannot  clear  from  Duluth  to    Su- 
perior at  all,  without  violation    of    cus- 
tom reguiatione.Xow  there  being  several 
hundred  foreign  arrivals  at   the   port  of 
Duluth       every      summer      and       the 
number    increasing    annually,     it     fol- 
lows as  a  natural  consequence — no    reci- 
procity treaty   intervening— that  Supe- 
rior must  at  Rome  time  be    attached    to 
Duluth  or,  Duluth  to  Superior,   for  cus 
toms  purposes.     In  fact  several  distinct 
efforts  at  legislation  have  been    made  to 
this     end    all    endorsed     by   the    con- 
gressional    committees    on     commerce 
and      the     secretary     of     the      treas- 
ury,   but    has    in    every  instance    been 
killed  by  the  people  of    Wisconsin,    be- 
cause, however  necessary  it  might  be  for 
the  commerce  of    West    Superior,  ambi- 
tion and  local    jealousy  in    the  thriving 
town  would  not  permit  its    passage.    As 
it  is  not  to    be    expected    that  this  jeal- 
ousy can  be  lees  intense  now   than  when 
the  measure  was  last  before  congress,  it 
would  seem  as    the    only  way   to    effect 
commercial  union  between  the  two  places 
would  be  to  attach  Duluth   to  Superior. 
As  it  is  hardly  reasonable,    however,    to 
suppose  the  port  of    entry  of  50,000    in- 
habitants could  in  a  very  short  space    of 
time  become  a  sub-port 'to  a  sub-port  of 
10,000,    such  an  arrangement  can  hardly 
be     entertained     seriously.      But     be- 
sides   this    there     are    several    reasons 
why  Duluth   must    always  be   the  prin- 
cipal   port     of      entry      for    whatever 
cities     may     grow     up     inland.      One 
is  that  Dujuth  is  the  first  point  of  con- 
tact   the  farthest   lakeward   for  vessels 
coming  into  port.     Another  is  that  navi- 
gation   remains  opeifin  Duluth  harbor 
from   six   to  eight  weeks  longer  in   the 
year  thsn  is  the  case  at  the  other  port 
further  inland.      There  are  many  other 
reasons — but  enough.      Superior  ought 
to  be  as  willing  to  be  a  sub-port  of    Du- 
luth as  of  Marquette.      The  vassalage, 
if  there  is  any,  would  be    just  the  same 
and   for  convenience  we  are  300  miles 
nearer.      The  change  would  be  accom- 
panied by.  no  financial  or  political  sacri- 
fice.     The  town   would   work   under  a 
deputy    then    as    they    do    now,    and 
one      of       their       own       appointment 
as    they    do     now,    the     only    differ- 
ence    that     he     would     require     con- 
firmation from,  and    be    required  to   re- 
port to  this  officer  instead  of    from  and 
to  Marquette  300  miles    distant;    and  it 
would  seem  that  if  the  matter  could   be 
properly  represented    to  the    people    of 
West  Superior  and   their  congressional 
delegation  that  a  sacrifice  involving  so 
little  ought  to  be    assented    to    for   the 
commercial    necessities     of      the    case, 
which      are     of     |a     serious     nature. 
These  commercial    necessities    are    the 
same  between  Duluth  and  Superior  that 
exist    between    New    York     and      Jer- 
sey City    and    Jersey    City    has    been 
united  to  New  York  in  the  state  of   New 
York  for  customs  purposes  for    a    great 
number  of  years. 

"I  submit  the  aboVe  matters,  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of 
both  places  is  earnestly  invited,  the  sug- 
gestions are  respectfully  made  to  the 
chamber  of  commerce  and  board  of 
trade  of  the  two  Superiors,  Duluth  and 
West  Duluth.

Actually  handled  at  Duluth  and  Two 
Harbors  in  theee  commodities  alone  for 
which  the  present  navigation  regula- 
tions take  the  credit  away  from  us  en- 
tirely. But  this  is  not  the  worst  fea- 
ture of  the  case,  for  deducting  the  iron 
from  the  above  total  discrepancy  there 
is  left  of  breadstuffs  and  coal  alone  220,- 
823  tons  which  had  been  handled  at  Du- 
luth, but  for  which  Duluth  does  not 
only  get  no  credit  but  which  is  actually 
credited  to  Superior. 

"As  for  remedies.  An  amenament  to 
our  navigation  laws  compelling  ship- 
masters to  report  transactions  at  the 
ports  where  they  occur  would  meet  with 
favor  in  every  city  on  the  chain  of  lakes, 
if  only  because  it  would  make  reliable 
commercial  statistics  a  possibility. 

"Another  remedy  which  would  go  far 
to  eradicate  the  nuisance  of  false  man- 
ifesto is  the  uniting  of  all   the   cities   at 
the  head  of  the  lake  into    one  district 
for  customs  purposes.    Capt.  Alexander 
McDougall  was  the   first   to  agitate  the 
matter  in  our  chamber    of    commerce, 
and  it  was   mainly  through    his    efforts 
that  Hon.  Knute  Nelson  was  induced  to 
introduce  the  measure  in  congress  (Feb. 
5,  1885),  which  measure  actually   passed 
the  house  but  was  run  down  and   killed 
in  the  senate.    Subsequent  attempts  at 
the  same  legislation  have  failed  owing  to 
opposition    from    Wisconsin,    and     yet 
everyone  at  all  conversant  with  the  facts 
and  the  neces-sities  in  the  case,  know  as 
well  as  vessel  men  do    themselves  that 
the  change  must  be  madd  sometime.

AN  UNANSWERABLE   QUESTION. 

Collector  of  Customs  Johnson,  whoso 
annual  report  is  given,  in  extenso,  this 
afternoon,  has  plunged  into  the  middle 
of  things  by  his  earnest  advocacy  of 
what  is  generally  admitted  by  vessel 
men  to  be  a  commercial  necessity,  but 
which  has  so  far,  been  blocked  by  the 
action  of  real  estate  speculators. 

The  collectors  of  customs  and  other 
earnest  friends  of  Duluth  among  the 
shipping  fraterpity  have  for  several 
years  made  every  etTort  to 
correct  the  abuses  consequent 
upon  the  present  system  of  a 
double  district  at  the  head  of  the  lake, 
by  jealousy,  state  pride  and  the  strength 
of  ^^  isconsin  in  congress  they  have  so 
far  been  defeated.  But  the  single 
district    must  come  at    no    distant  day. 

The  passage  of  vessels   between  Supe- 
rior and  Duluth,  a  fact  of  hourly  occur- 
rence, is  the  cause  of  unavoidable   viola- 
tions of  the  customs  regialations,  besides 
being  a  constant  source  of  great    annoy- 
ance.   Superior  loses  her  share    in    the 
entire    foreign    and   export    trade     for 
foreign  ves.sels,  always  arriving    at    Du- 
luth, cannot,  without  serious  infractions 
of  the  law,  get  to  Superior.    Some  time 
Superior  must  be  attached    to    Duluth, 
or  Duluth  to  Superior,   the    inhabitants 
of  the  latter  burg    hope    for  the    latter 
case.    But  it  is  hardly  reasonable  that  a 
full  port  of  entry  of  r)0,000  people,  should 
be  attached  as  a  sub-port  to  a  sub-port 
of  10,C»00  people.      Duluth    also    is    the 
outer  port  the  first  vessels  arrive  at,    its 
harbor  is  open  six  to  eight  weeks  longer 
than  do  others. 

While  the  figures  m  the  extended  and 
carefully  collected  report  of  Mr.  John- 
son are  correct  in  every  detail  they  will 
doubtless  be  answered  by  the  customary 
arguments  of  those  who  are  able  to  use 
no  facts,  in  other  words  they  will  be  de- 
nounced as  lies.

A  WITNESS    WHO     KNOWS. 

A  practical  farmer  writes  to  the  In- 
ter-Ocean to  stick  his  pitchfork    in    the 
bladder  blown   up  by  Governor  Boies  of 
Iowa  and  swung    at    a  recent   jubilee 
feast  of  free-traders  with  the  incense   of 
imported  wine  and  appIause.The  willing 
ears  that  drunk  in  the  wail  of  the  gover- 
nor  were   easily    persuaded    that    the 
rental  value  of  farms  had  fallen  out  of 
sight  and  that   the  farmers  in  the  West 
and       Iowa       in       particular       were 
eliding       to    the     dogs.       But      this 
witness,      who        speaks        from       an 
experience    of    twenty  years'   standing, 
testifies  on  the    contrary    that  all    this  ( 
talk  about  the  poverty- strickan  farmers 
of  Iowa  is  political  slush  of   the   cheap- 
est kind.    "There  never  was  a  time  in 
Ihe  history  of  Iowa    when    the  farmers 
were  as  well  Hxed  financially  as  they  are 
today,  and  Governor  Boies  knows  it.   Go 
through  this  section  of  the  country  and 
you  can  obtain  abundant  evidence  of  it 
without  asking  a  question.    Their  fine, 
commodious  barns  and  substantial  mod- 
ern, and  in  some  cases,    elegant  houses 
are  refutations  of  the  slanders  on  Iowa 
by  cheap  democratic  politiciana" 

"It  is  true  there  are  some  farmers  that 
are  in  debt,  but  that  would  be  the  case 
under  any  conditions,  but  in  nine  cases 
out  of  ten  they  have  contracted  the  debt 
in  purchasing  an  adjoining  farm.  Iowa 
is  not  a  wheat-producing  state,  and  it  is 
a  question  whether  it  produces  enough 
for  its  own  population.  Its  interest  is 
mostly  stock  and  dairy  and  products 
that  demand  fair  prices,  and  there  has 
never  been  a  time  when  a  farmer's  pur- 
chasing power  is  as  great  as  it  is  today 
in  supplies  and  machinery  that  a  farmer 
has  to  buy  and  there  are  as  many 
farmers  having  idle  money  de- 
posited in  the  banks  in  the  way  of 
surplus  as  there  are  of  the  other  class 
that  the  democratic  stump  orators  are 
•extending  so  muah  sympathy  on.'» 
What  is  true  of  the  farmers  of  Iowa  is 
demonstrated  al6o  .by  an  actual  investi- 
gation submitted  without  challenge  to 
the  Farmers  institute  in  Wisconsin,  and 
Minnesota  would  match  the  record  of 
these  adjoining  states.  Governor  Boies 
is  himself  a  large  land  owner  and  by

At  a  recent  meeting  of  a  number  of 
college  men,  young  and  old,  in  this  city, 
conversation  drifted  to  the  trials  and 
struggles  of  examination  days.

Once  in  alumni  hall  at  Yale  a  shaky 
student  who  couldn't  bear  to  part   with 
his  class,  discovered  in   advance  a  knot 
hole  iu  the  floor.

Pretty  soon    he  had  the 
misfortune  to  drop  his  pencil.    Bending 
over    for    it    he  shoved  his  examination 
paper  down  through  the  knot  hole.    Fel- 
lows in  waiting  in  the  cellar  ran  off  with 
it,  filled  out  papers  for  him,  not  too  well, 
but  well  enough  to  save  him,  for  a  per- 
fectly correct  examination  was  not    con- 
sistent with  his  record,  and  on  returning 
signalled  to  him.

At  another  time,  where  papers  were 
drawn,  one  fellow  drew  two  by  sleight- 
of-hand  process,  passed  on  one,  surren- 
dered it  and  went  out.  Then  he  gave 
the  extra  one  to  a  lame  friend,  who  at 
once  "crammed"  that  paper.  Then  he 
went  in,  drew  his  paper  and  calxly  sub- 
stituted the  one  he  knew,  passing  well 
on  it  and  carrying  away,  for  what  might 
be  termed  outdoor  relief,  the  paper  that 
he  drew.

Many  Duluth  friends  have  asked  me 
alx)ut  Washington  and  its  advantasres. 
I  would  like  to  answer  through  The 
Herald,  which  they  all  read.
